sible impeachment of Mr. Post, the 
plan of republican leaders called for 
the rules committee making a full 
inquiry and in the event of an ad­ 
verse finding to report a resolution 
to be adopted by the house urging 
the removal of the assistant secre­ 
tary.

Disfranchising Oklahoma 


Last week the senate increased the cost of our stand­ 
ing army to $600,000,000 ar year. 
Prior to 1915 the 
highest annual price ever paid a standing army by a 
military mad nation of Europe was only $200,000,000. 
On the eve of Armageddon the Kaiser wrung $200,000,- 
P00 from his subjects to pay the butchers he was train­ 
ing for the shambles. 
But the senate of all the people 
celebrates the crashing of Kaiserism by providing that 
the standing army of this free republic shall be paid 
three times as much as Wilhelm paid his legions while 
planning the subjugation of the world. 
The senate records show that when the roll was 
called on the proposition to militarize America, Okla­ 
homa was unrepresented. 
We had no more to say 
about the country’s Prussianization than the meanest 
negro village of the Congo. 
One of our senators was 
rolling his presidential tub somewhere in the 
Rocky 
mountains. 
The other was seeking re-election some­ 
where in Oklahoma. 
Both were absent and neither was 
paired. 
If the two million Oklahomans, who pay Fed­ 
eral taxes and boast of representative government, "were 
breech-clouted savages in Timbuctoo, they would have 
had as much to say for or against the conversion of the 
republic into a German war camp as they did have in 
the American senate when the roll was called on the 
army reorganization bill. 
Representative government is a grand thing only 
\\ hen representatives represent. 
Wrhen the supposed 
servants of the people fail to fill the positions they 
sought and refuse to perform the services for which 
they are paid, representative government becomes a 
joke and a travesty. 
The delinquency of the repre­ 
sentatives robs the people of representation and dis- 
tranchises the constituency that elected them.

Under the principle of state suffrage each state retains 
the right to enact its own election laws and manage its elec­ 
tions in its own way. Under the principle of federal suffrage 
congress is given the right to enact a national election' law for 
all the states, manage the elections of all the states, and take 
away from all the states the right to govern their own fran­ 
chise and internal affairs. 
Just what this section of the 
United States is promised by the ratification of the Federal 
amendment is intimated in the following words of Elihu Root, 
the most acute intellect perhaps in America: 


“ I p u t you on notice and I put th e country on notice 
th at the governm ent shall no longer su rren d er th e power 
necessary to Enforce the F o u rteen th and F ifteen th A m end­ 
m ents. 
And of course, by parity of reasoning, the Susan 
B. A nthony A m endm ent if it becomes a law .” 
If Mr. Root is not promising the repeal of every statute 
limiting negro suffrage in the South, what is he promising? 
And if every supporter of the Anthony Amendment is not 
supporting negro suffrage unrestricted, what is he supporting? 
More ominous than the words of Elihu Root are the words 
taken from an editorial in the New York World when it says: 


“The next president will be a Republican, with a Repub­ 
lican house and senate, and the Southern states will be 
mere provinces. 
.The Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amend­ 
ments will be enforced to the letter, and the cry ‘no more 
bills’ will fall on deaf ears.” 
There is no reason for mistaking the issue. 
The Susan B. 
Anthony Amendment empowers congress to enact a Federal 
election law. 
Even now the Moses Resolution contemplating 
a Federal election law is on third reading in the senate. 
And 
every citizen acquainted with conditions in the black belt of 
the South and of Oklahoma knows that a Federal election 
law means negro ascendancy and negro ascendancy means 
literal hell. 
Your duty as a citizen is unmistakable. 
If you favoi 
a Federal election law, if you favor negro ascendancy, if you 
favor the conversion of the Southern states into “provinces/' 
then support the Susan B. Anthony Amendment at any cost. 
But if you oppose these things, then sign a petition referring 
this abomination to a vote of the people and oppose the 
Amendment at any cost.

States Take Action 
To Favor Teachers 


Since 
the 
teacher 
shortage 
ih 
America became acute and S. O. S. 
calls wcu-e sent out to relieve the 
gap caused by so m any leaving the 
profession on account of scant living 
salaries, several states have taken 
up the m a tte r recently 
to secure 
m ore money. 
New York probably has prom oted 
the best plan to secure an increase 
for 
teacners. 
although 
action 
by 
boards in Ohio is comm endable. San 
Francisco also has taken action. 
At a conference of the legislative 
leaders recently at Albany, N. Y., it 
was agreed to pass a law providing 
for a special state tax of a mill and 
a half on $100 on all real estate to 
increase teachers’ salaries th ro u g h ­ 
out the state. The tax is expected to 
produce about $20,000,000. 
The low salaried teachers would 
receive an increase of $500 each un­ 
der the agreem ent. Of the total it 
is expected New York City wTill raise 
about 
$13,500,000 
to 
be applied 
solely to the salaries of teachers in 
the city public schools. 
I 
The new bill will not put into full I 
effect all the provisions of the orig­ 
inal 
Lockwood-Donahue 
m easure, 
which called for 40 per cent, 30 per 
cent and 20 per cent increases for 
all the m em bers of the teaching and 
supervising staff of the Board of 
Education graded according to the 
salaries now paid. B ut it will in­ 
crease th© m inim um paid to a teach­ 
er in the New York City 
public 
schools 
from 
$1,000 
to 
$1,550 
a 
year. 
Some of the representatives of the 
higher grade teachers receiving $3,- 
000 or m ore professed to be some­ 
what 
disappointed, 
and

OMAHA HERMIT LIVED 


OH IS CENTS A DAY 


The 
strangest 
tragedy 
of 
the 
I 
many that lie at the door of the 
soaring prices of living has made a 
comparatively poor Los Angeles wo­ 
man heiress of a millionaire. 
For thirty years Andrew J. Sea­ 
man of Omaha lived on 15 cent* a 
jday . That was his expense budget. 
When prices go so high that 
15 
cents a day would not keep a man 
alive. 
Seaman 
died—although 
the 
direct cause of his death was de­ 
clared by physicians to have been 
an infected hand which he would 
not have treated by a doctor be­ 
cause “it would cost too much." 
Literally, Seaman felt that he could 
not afford to live. 
S#ainan's 
sister, 
Mrs. 
Harriet 
Wolfe of Los Angeles accompanied 
by her son, W. E. Wolfe of Guada­ 
lupe and her daughter, Mrs. R. C. 
Goldman of Los Angeles, is now in 
Omaha and has taken charge of the 
estate 
left 
by 
her 
brother. 
Mrs. 
Wolfe has filed a claim to the en­ 
tire estate as Seaman’s only living 


I relative save her own children. Be­ 
fore her arrival T. H. Wierich of 
Omaha had been appointed admin- 
| istrator. While the bulk of the old 
! man’s estate is supposed to be in 
t safe deposit boxes, the keys to which 
ihave not been foun'i, the adminis- 
j trator 
already 
has 
found 
about 
j $100,000 in cash and believes the 
estate w7ill run above one-half mu­ 
llion dollars. Many people who had 
j dealings with Seaman predict the 
total will be nearer one million dol­ 
lars. 
Administrator Wiericii discovered 
deposits in every building and loan 
association in Omaha and in a dozen 
different 
banks. 
One 
deposit 
has 
been located in a country town bank 


i 150 miles from Omaha, and it is 
• believed 
Seaman 
had 
deposits 
in 
other country banks. After a search 
for the keys to his safety deposit 
vault proved 
futile the manufact­ 
urers of the vault w eie telegraphed 
for duplicate keys. 
Not 
till they 
arrive can even an approximate es­ 
timate of the total amount of the 
fortune be made. 
A Strange Paradox 
For 
thirty 
years 
Seaman 
had 
strained every nerve toward mak­ 
ing money yet had denied himself 
every pleasure money could buy. He 
i wore old clothes lived out of town 
I to escape city taxes and so far out, 
in such an humble neighborhood, 
that his room cost him only 50 
cents a month. He is said to have 
walked to and from the city rather 
; than pay car Tare. For 
lights he 
used a candle, for water went to 
the well and for warmth stayed in 
bed till it was time to go to town. 
Before moving to Omaha Seaman 
lived in Council Bluffs, la., which 
is just across the Missouri river 
from the Nebraska city. It is related 
that once he was engaged to a girl 
in Council Bluffs, but they drifted 
apart when he moved to Omaha. 
It cost 5 cents toll to cross the 
bridge and he could not bring him­ 
self to pay it. 
Not only would Seaman walk ten 
miles a day to save car fare, but 
he even walked longer distances to 
save railroad fare. Some years ago, 
according to people who knew him 
in 
Omaha, 
it 
was 
necessary 
for 


•r•I* 
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him to go to Denver on business. 
The fare at that time was $17.50 
each way the distance six hundred 
miles. 
Seaman 
walked 
both ways 
and saved $35. It is told on him 
that he carried extra half-soles with 
him and borrowed a hammer and 
tacks at houses he passed to re­ 
pair his shoes on that trip. 
A Tragedy of H. C. L. 
According 
to 
the 
stories 
from 
Omaha, Seaman cut his own hair, 
did his own laundry and had not 
shaved for thirty years. He main­ 
tained 
that 
15 
cents a day was 
enough for any man to spend for 
meals. For that he said, he could 
get a bowl of bread and milk three 
times a day, or a bowl of soup with 
a slice or two of bread thrown in. 
When he could no longer find a res­ 
taurant which would serve him so 
cheaply he bargained with one for 
two meals a day for 15 cents. That 
is, he called them meals. 
He wrore the same clothes win­ 
ter and summer, buying them from 
second hand stores. He wore a long 
Prince Albert coat which covered a 
multitude of patches. One of the 
many stories told about the eccen­ 
tric old man is that a friend expos­ 
tulated with him about that coat. 
“It’s a disgrace to your father,’’ 
the friend asserted. 
“On 
the contrary,’’ 
replied 
the 
old man, “it is the coat my fath­ 
er wore. He had it when he mar­ 
ried, and wore it afterward till I 
was big enough to wear it.’’ 
Seaman made most of the money 
he saved so carefully and useless­ 
ly by buying tax titles at public 
sales. 
A^out 
five bushels of tax 
receipts were found in 
his room 
after his death. 
Even when he knew he "was about 
to die and leave his hoardings, Sea­ 
man shrank from the thought of ex­ 
pense. His 
ruling 
passion 
was 
strong in death. Shortly before he 
tiled he is reported to have said: 
“Don’t buy a coffin for me— a 
box is good enough. 
Of course after the death of any 
such eccentric character, many sto­ 
ries are told which are not true 
and doubtless some of those told 
about Seaman are exaggerated. Most 
of them, however, probably are fair­ 
ly illustrative of his characteristics. 
When Mrs. Wolfe, his sister, receiv­ 
ed the first report of his death she 
said: 
A Good Moral Man 
“My brother was a good moral 
man with no bad habits. His only 
fault was that he lived 
only to 
make money. I had not seen him for 
nearly thirty years and had written 
him several times in recent years 
that both of us were growing old, 
and either he should visit me or I 
should visit him. H£ y, anted me to 
visit him last summer, but I could 
hardly afford to pay the railroad 
fare, and he did not offer to fur­ 
nish me a ticket.’’ 
Though the Omaha brother own­ 
ed hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars and the Los Angeles sister had 
to live very simply, according to 
the Los Angeles Times, supporting 
herself by sewing for many years af­ 
ter the death of her husband. Mrs. 
Wolfe doubtless has had much the 
happier life, for she has kept her 
interest in all that was going on 
about her and earned the respect 
and

neighbors. 
Her cottage is very simple but she 
has 
lived 
there 
in 
comfort. 
She 
reared 
her children 
well and 
in 
later years they have rewarded her 
by doing many things for her com­ 
fort and welfare, though even now7 
she is partly self-supporting. 
At the time of Seaman’s death 
Mrs. Wolfe said she was the only 
person, she believes, who could have 
any claim on his estate.

Is she shamming or is Amanda 
Larson, North 
Dakota’s 
$26,000 
“Sleeping 
Beauty," 
condemned 
to 
spend the remaining years of her 
life in bed? 
Is this 22-year old girl, injured 
five years ago in Fargo, entitled to 
the $26,000 verdict which she ob­ 
tained in the lower courts or was 
she, as Justice J. E. Robinson of 
the North Dakota 
supreme 
court j 
points out as possible, doing a bit I 
of acting at her trial that would 
have done credit to a great dramatic j 
star? 
This is the puzzle that is interest­ 
ing the courts and the people of 
North Dakota in one of the most un­ 
usual damage cases in recent years. 
The case is still in the courts, the 
supreme court having recently re­ 
versed the lower court and sent the 
cause back for retrial. 
An unusual incident in the case 
was that long before the court as a 
w7hole filed its decision, reversing its 
decision of the lower court, Justice 
Robinson filed 
his 
own opinion 
which gave 
the 
girl 
the 
name, 
“Sleeping Beauty." There was a re­ 
hearing of the arguments and Jus­ 
tice 
Robinson 
filed 
another 
one, 
wrhich differed little from the first. 
Both were filed. His opinion gives 
the history of the case and the 
Judges individual opinion. Following 
is part of it: 
Ail Ideal of Physique. 
“The plaintiff is known to the J 
court as the “Sleeping Beauty." She i 
is an ideal of physical perfection, j 
and yet she claims that for three 
years she has been reposing contin­ 
ually on her bed. Her mother is the 
holder of a rooming house tenement 
on Broadway in the city of Fargo. 
She holds it as 
assignee of a lease 
mkde by the defendant to Papa-1 
manoles. 
“Two months afterwards it wras 
assigned to the mother. 
Then, to­ 
wards the last days of February, 
1915, and nearly two years after­ 
wards, during a violent storm, the 
plaintiff had the misfortune and im­ 
prudence to go down the back stair­ 
way wrhen some of the brick veneer-* 
ing fell on her shoulders. Her claim 
is that she has been permanently I 
injured and paralyzed so that she 
will always be confined to her bed. 
“It appears beyond dispute the 
falling brick contused the flesh on 
her shoulders, but did not cut or I 
break the skin or in any way mar 
her personal appearance. 
“From the crown of her head t o ! 
the soles of her feet she has not on 
her body a scar, a blemish or a de- j 
feet. Hence we call her The Sleeping 
Beauty. 
“The appeal is from a verdict and 
judgment for $26,000. The trial was 
conducted 
in a manner decidedly 
improper. As in a theatrical play, 
the plaintiff was brought into court 
on a cot and by her tears, screams 
and appealing looks, she impressed 
the jurors, won their pity and com­ 
miseration. 
Then, it appears that 
counsel in his zeal for defendant 
forgot all prudence and cross ex­ 
amined the plaintiff and gave her 
an excuse for tears and angered the I 
jury. And the plaintiff was shrewd 
and perceptive^ she knew7 when to 
w7eep, w7hen to scream, when to re-j 
member and when to forget. 
“The verdict must .be largely for 
future damages and to give the jury ■ 
some basis for guessing at such dam­ 
ages proof was given that plaintiff 
was only 22 years old; that she had 
a fair prospect of 40 years in bed, 
with the expense of attending physi-1 
cians and nursing, and the loss of; 
her earning capacity. 
Her 
three J 
physicians testified that in 
their 
opinion her injury was permanent. 
Three other physicians testified that 
in their opinion 
she was merely 
shamming and that she could walk 
if she wanted to. 
“Plaintiff Without Rights." 
“At the time of the accident the 
mother held the tenement under a 
lease by which she w7as bound to 
keep it in repair. The plaintiff was 
in the employ of her mother or in 
the house as the daughter of her 
mother, and unless as the servant or 
the daughter of her mother, she had 
no right to go upon the back stair­ 
way and to be in the back yard 
when the bricks fell. 
“The judgment should be reversed 
and the case dismissed; if not, a 
new trial should be granted, either 
absolutely or on conditions that for 
six months the defendant shall pay 
to 
plaintiff $700 a month for her 
own use so that she may obtain 
good medical treatment and nursing 
at hospitals and sanitariums of re­ 
pute, prior to a new trial." 
When Justice Robinson filed the 
opinion which has gained wide fame, 
he said that the verdict of $25,000 
was unreasonable. The opinion of 
the majority of the court was writ­ 
ten for the court by Justice R. H. 
Grace and it becomes the opinion, 
which will be given “full faith and 
credit," according to the constitu­ 
tion, by the courts of the 
United 
States. 
It did not say the verdict was un- j 
reasonable. Othewise it was much 
like the individual opinion filed by 
Justice Robinson who concurred' in 
the one written by Justice Grace. 
The lower court was reversed be­ 
cause it failed to permit the attor­ 
neys for the defendant to attempt 
an 
impeachment of some of the 
plaintiff’s witnesses by showing they 
had given false testimony in other j 
trials. A further reason for the re­ 
versal was that the court refused 
to allow the defendant to go into 
the other cases and show wherein 
false testimony was given by the 
plaintiff’s witnesses. 
The case is where it was five 
years ago, awaiting trial in a lower 
court. 
The law is slow, and before an­ 
other opinion is written by the high 
court, Amanda Larson may be a 
sleeping, middleaged or elderly wo­ 
man.
